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MYERS A WITNESS. 


Former Sedalian In the Clark 
Senatorial Investigation. 


EXPOSED THE BlilBERY. 


Took the Money and Turned It Over 
to the 
State—Was 
Oifered 
810,000 for His Vote. 


Harry L. Myers, who for a num­ 
ber of years was a resident of Se- 
daiia and a part of that time busi­ 
ness manager of a Sedalia daily 
newspaper, and who afterwards 
went to Montana, where he became 
county attorney and later a mem­ 
ber of the state senate, is thus re­ 
ferred to in an Associated Press 
dispatch of Friday from Washing­ 
ton, in connection with the bribery 
charges against United States Sen­ 
ator Clark, of Montana, before the 
senate committee on privileges and 
elections : 
State 
Senator Myers was the 
next witness. 
He was one of the 
members who turned $10,000 over 
to 
the 
legislative 
investigating 
committee, stating 
that it had 
been put in witness’ hands for him 
on the condition that he vote for 
Clark for senator. 
Myers detailed not only 
the 
particulars 
of 
his 
taking 
the 
money, but also 
other 
circum­ 
stances leading up to ihe episode. 
He said that he had first been ap­ 
proached after his election as a 
senator by Doctor S. W. Minshall 
and W . M. Bickford, and his vote 
for Clark requested. 
He had been 
i told by these men 
that if he 
would agree to vote for Clark 
the 
latter 
would 
appoint 
him attorney in connection with 
his coal interests at Bridger. 
He 
said he had declined this offer, but, 
notwithstanding this, he had re­ 
ceived a letter from C. W. Clark, 
son of the senator, written from 
Butte, December 14, 1898. 
This 
letter was put in evidence. 
In it 
Mr, Clark stated that he had for­ 
warded to Dr. Minshall $500 “ as a 
retainer for his services to the 
Bridger coal mine.” 
Mr. Clark, Myers says, had aft­ 
erwards asked him not to read the 
letter before the joint legislative 
assembly. 
He said that he had agreed to 
Mr. Whiteside’s proposition to ac­ 
cept $10,000 from Mr. Welcome 
only for the purpose of exposing 
what he believed were efforts at 
bribery. 
He said he had received 
the money from Mr. W^hiteside, 
the latter saying that Mr. Wel­ 
come could not see him then. The 
witness said that after the exposure 
in the legislature he had been per­ 
suaded to go to see A. J. Steele, 
when the latter, he said, tried to 
persuade him first to vote for 
Clark, next to leave the state until 
after the excitement over the sena­ 
torial race had subsided, and lastly 
to sign a statement denying his 
connection with the exposure and 
contradicting his own testimony 
before the legislative committee. 
In each case Steele had asked him 
if there was any inducement or 
consideration which would secure 
his assent, and he had replied that 
there was not. 
Mr. Myers also said that Mark 
Hewitt had offered him $io,cx>o to 
vote for Cl irk, saying that Char­ 
ley Clark had authorized him to 
make the proposition. 
The latter 
had told him, he said, that he 
could put up $10,000 with White­ 
side to be paid to him in case he 
voted for Clark. 
On 
cross-examination 
Myers 
said that it was his opinion that 
the attention of the grand jury, 
which undertook to investigate the 
alleged bribery 
was 
given 
to 
whitewashing Mr. 
Clark. 
The 
witness declared that ke was not 
prejudiced in this case. 
He said 
he had gone into the combination 
only as a matter of duty to the 


state. 
He went into it upon the 
advice of John R. Toole. 
In reply to a question he said he 
knew that Mr. Toole and Mr. Daly 
were on friendly terms and he also 
knew Toole was opposed to Clark’s 
candidacy. He had at first thought 
Mr, Whiteside’s proposition “ a 
little unique,” but after thinking 
it over he had decided that it was 
proper. 
The witness said Dr. 
Minshall was to have been appoint­ 
ed a physician at Mr. Clark’s coal 
mines, but that instead of his get­ 
ting the place, it was givea to a 
member of the legislature who had 
voted for Mr. Clark.

1880. 
T he num ber of this class was in 
1890, 3,882, of w hom 2,163 were 
males and 1,719 fem ales; 247 were 
colored and 272 foreign born. 
In the w hole country only 5,254 
of this class were, in 1890, founa 
in institutions intended for their 
instruction.

May creditors force a bank ru p t 
merchant, u nder fear of imp rison­ 
ment for contemp t of cou rt, to 
mak e a comp lete statement of the 
disp osal of goods 
u p o^ 
which 
money is owed and of the money 
receiv ed for su ch goods ? 
The case in which the decision 
is to be made is that of Charlotte 
A. Du ell, who k ep t a general store 
at Garden City , Mo., and has been 
forced 
into 
inv olu ntary 
bank ­ 
ru p tcy . 
Mrs. Du ell op ened her store last 
Janu ary and her hu sband, Bert 
Du ell, and her 
son, Frank 
I. 
Du ell, were with her in the store. 
Mrs. Du ell made an assignment 
December 4 , and 
her creditors 
made her an inv olu ntary bank ru p t. 
She was ex amined by T. T. 
Crittenden, 
referee 
in 
bank - 
j^ru p tcy , and her statement 
was 
^ t h a t the bu siness 
of the store 
ran along smoothly u ntil last Ju ly , 
when she had on hand $2,800 
worth of stock and owed $Soo. 
The testimony showed that since 
Ju ly II she had bou ght abou t $10,- 
000 worth of goods and had not 
p aid for them. 
Mrs. Du ell p rodu ced a list of ex ­ 
p enses before the referee, showing 
how $5 » ooo of the money receiv ed 
for the goods had been sp ent, bu t

she did not mak e a statement of

disp osal 
of the remaining 
$7 ,000 worth of goods that had 
been bou ght by the store. 
^ Mr. Crittenden made an order 
giv ing Mrs. Du ell u ntil Janu ary

The creditors believ e that this 
will be imp ossible, becau se jVIrs, 
Du ell k ep t no book s. 
If she fails 
to obey the order of the referee, 
attorney s for the creditors will ask 
Ju dge Philip s to hold her in con­ 
temp t of the order of the bank ­ 
ru p tcy cou rt.

If Henderson

at-armi of the hou se, Henry Week e, 
who gu arded the door leading to

delegate 
floor, and sev eral 
times, before the arriv al of the p o­ 
lice, it look ed as thou gh bloodshed 
cou ld not be av erted. 
The arriv al 
of the police sergeant and a sq u ad, 
together with a speech to the crowd 
from Gov ernor Stanard, cau tioning 
them to commit no ov ert act, had 
the effect of q u elling the dirtu rb- 
ance. 
Last night the situ ation in the 
different institu tions 
was 
p rac­ 
tically u nchanged from that p re­ 
v iou sly rep orted. 
A t a meeting of the hou se of del­ 
egates this afternoon the three or­ 
dinances passed by the city cou n­ 
cil this week p rov iding for tem­ 
p orary relief in the city lighting 
situ ation had their first reading, 
and assu rances were giv en by lead­ 
ers in the hou se that the meas­ 
u res wou ld receiv e p romp t at­ 
tention and final action at the 
earliest possible moment u nder the 
law. 
The hou se adjou rned at 5 
o’clock after one of the most ex ­ 
traordinary sessions in the history 
of the city u ntil 11 o’clock today , 
the hou r the bills are to be tak en 
u p on second reading.

It is between the p u blishers of 
the book s that the controv ersy has 
assu med its warmest phase. Circu ­ 
lars of a natu re said to be almost 
u np recedented in the su bscrip tion 
book bu siness are being sent ou t. 
Fleming H. Rev ell Si Co., of New 
\"ork and Chicago, are to pu blish 
W. R. Moody ’s book , while Dr. 
Chap man’s book will issu e from 
the press of John C. Winston & 
Co., of Philadelp hia, 
Both Dr. Chap man and Wm. R. 
Moody are hard at work u p on 
their book s. 
Each is mak ing ef­ 
forts that his p u blisher shall hav e 
his book u p on the mark et first. 
The Winston concern has al­ 
ready issu ed a considerable q u an­ 
tity of adv ertising matter. 
One 
of the circu lars is dated Dec. 22, 
This was the day of Mr. Moody ’s 
death. 
The adv ertisement states 
that the “ official” biograp hy will 
be written by Dr. Chap man, the 
“ v ice p resident of 
the Moody 
Bible institu te of Chicago.” 
The name of the Moody institu ­ 
tion is p rinted in large ty p e. 
On the other hand, it is stated 
u p on the au thority of Dr. R. A. 
Torrey , of the Bible institu te, that 
Dr. Chap man recently resigned 
his position in that institu tion. The 
other p u blication is being written 
u nder the direction of Dwight L. 
Moody ’s family . 
Y^ou ng Moody 
say s his father nev er had any other 
biograp her in mind ex cep t him­ 
self. 
Mr. Moody has been in the 
city sev eral day s work ing u p on the 
book .

Curious Ceremony Practiced to Heal a 
Sick V/oman in China. 


All of us believe more or less in 
the devil and that he conies to lor- 
inerit mankind, and we trv our best 
to upset liis plans or dispose of him 
in some way; hut all our efforts' are 
not so demonstrative as those of the 
Cliinese. 
To-day the devil was suc­ 
cessfully caught in a fisherman’s net 
and afterward burnt in a 
pile 
of 
straw, and so we were in WAihii, ac­ 
cording to the Chinese theory, with­ 
out a devil, writes a missionary. 
An old woman here has been ill 
for some time and the priests were 
called in to decide what was the mat­ 
ter; 
their deeision was 
that 
she 
should be shut up for three days as 
the devil was around. 
They also de­ 
cided that the devil must be caught 
and destroyed. So tliey sent over the 
river and secured the services of a 
noted idol, JL-Ltinguarxg. the second 
dragon king, lie reached here safely 
in the regulation Ciiinese chair with 
four hearers, and they began first of 
all to find out where the medicine was 
to heal the old woman. 
H i is was 
done bv going round and round until 
they were too dizzy to stand and the 
way the idol fell showed the direc­ 
tion in wliit'h they were to 
hunt. 
They searched half a day. 
A t last, 
nearing a dirty j>ool of water, the 
idol took a lurch and away the whole 
lot went head iir«t into the pool. They 
came to the conclusion that the elixir 
of life was in here, for they walked 
around that pool for an hour or more 
and time after time fell in. 
Once 
they lost the idol for a time in the 
water. 
They then put him in a tub, 
but oh! sad lo relate, the idol was too 
heavy, and down went the tub, idol 
and all. 
After some time they res­ 
cued liiiu and brought liim to land. 
After this they asked the idol for 
further instructions, and he told them 
by nods that they must search for 
ihc devil. 
The idol added that he 
was in the pond. 
So they got a big 
liroom and swept him out, and he 
ran for a graveyard near by.

The next day another devil put in 
his appearance in another 
village, 
and a noted idol was brouirht. While

the people were feasting and worship­ 
ing, a child thought it would be fun 
to fire off the firecrackers, and she 
did so. 
As thev were near the house, 
which was all decorated up with pa­ 
per, the house caught fire, and be-i 
fore it could be stopped four fam­ 
ilies were homeless, the idol burned 
and another devil gone up in smoke.
